Basden  Calls  For

Dr.  Harold  G.  Basden,  pastor 
*t  the  Calvary  Church,  Jackson 
thrilled  and  inspired  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  Convention,  which 
packed  the  auditorium  o f  the  First 
church  Jackson,  aa  he  preached 
the  annual  sermon.

Emphasising  the  importance  of 
Cooperation  and  citing  the  marvel¬ 
ous  growth  of  Mississippi  Baptists 
as  evidence  of  its  value  Dr.  John 
E.  Barnes  pastor  of  Main  Street 
Church,  Hattiesburg,  and  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention,  delivered  the  annual  pres¬ 
ident’s  address  to  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  at  the  opening 
session  Tuesday  morning. 

Using  aa  his  subject  "Together," 
Dr.  Barnes  gave  many  instances  of 
the  use  of  the  word  "Together"  In 
the  Scriptures  and  said,  "There  • 
power  in  Cooperation." 

He  asserted  that  Cooperation  Is  a

On*  of  the  characteristic  words  ] 
of  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  is  the 
word  "witness.”  Paul  called  him¬ 
self  a  witness  of  Christ.  In  our 
own  day  wa  use  the  word  “wit¬ 
ness"  very  frequently.  In  as  m  e 
Christian  groups  it  is  about  the 
only  word  that  is  used  to  describe 
a  follower  of  Jesus  Christ.  The 
word  "witness"  in  its  New  Testa¬ 
ment  usage  is  an  interesting 
word  Scholars  tell  us  that  the  orig¬ 
inal  from  which  the  word  “wit¬ 
ness”  is  translated  la  the  same 
word  from  which  we  get  the  word 
"martyr."  A  martyr  is  one  who 
gives  his  life  for  a  causa.  It  ia  in¬ 
teresting  that  the  word  “qrttneaa" 
carries  with  R  that  same  connota¬ 
tion.  It  means  to  suggest  that  one 
is  willing  to  give  himself  to  a  cause 
even  if  R  means  giving  his  life. 
There  is  a  sense  in  which  every  wit¬ 
ness  is  a  martyr.  We  are  potential 
martyrs  for  Jesus  Christ.  Our  wR- 
ness  should  be  characterised  by 
the  inner  desire  to  witness  for 
Christ  even  d  R  means  death.  I 
am  not  thinking  so  much  of  physi¬ 
cal  death  aa  I  am  thinking  of  death 
to  the  lower  physical  nature.  If 


"The  program  of  Mississippi 
Baptists  originates  in  the  grass 
roots.

Messengers  Should

Most  Mississippi  churches  send 
their  pastors  and  pay  their  ex¬ 
penses.  Certainly  the  pastor  should 
report  when  he  gets  back.  That 
would  be  a  fine  way  of  saying 
thank  you  for  the  trip  and  also  a 
fine  way  of  paying  back  tha 
money  expended  by  the  church.

However  you 
can  never  substitute  interest  in 
missions  around  the  world  (or  in 
•*r««t  in  witnessing  to  somebody 
in  your  own  home.  Some  of  us  so 
interested  in  world  missions  have 
■ever  talked  to  our  own  children 
•bout  becoming  Christians.

Ala.— (BP)  —  The 
Woodlawn  Baptist  Church,  Bir¬ 
mingham,  Ala.,  Frank  W.  Wood, 
pastor,  recently  did  a  complete  In¬ 
ventory  on  their  non-resident  mem¬ 
ber  problFm.  The  result  were  start¬ 
ling.  They  located  740  names  and 
made  a  strong  effort  to  contact 
every  one  of  them. 

Letters  were  addressed  to  200 
non-resident  members,  sixty-six  of 
which  were  returned  “wrong  ad¬ 
dress.’’  Names  of  400  others  were 
sent  to  pastors  of  churches  in  cit¬ 
ies  where  these  ’lost  sheep  of  the 
house  of  Israel”  were  thought  to 
reside.  Fifteen  of  these  letters 
were  returned.  Some  pastors  ac¬ 
knowledged  the  letters  with  appre¬ 
ciation  for  the  information  and  a 
promise  to  endeavor  to  locate  and 
enlist  these  lost  members. 

It  was  discovered  that  twenty- 
five  non-resident  members  had 
united  with  other  churches  already 
—seventeen  Baptist  and  eight  other 
denominations  as  far  hack  as  twen¬ 
ty  years  ago  and  their  names  were 
still  carried  on  Woodlawn  member¬ 
ship  rods.  Fourteen  members  to 
whom  letters  were  addressed  pa- 
quested  letters  of  dismission  to 
join  churches  where  they  were  re¬ 
siding.

‘‘Simplicity.  The  Russian  Bap¬ 
tists  believe  in  reflecting  the  New 
Testament  life.  In  the  New  Tests 
ment  they  do  not  find  various  or¬ 
ganisations.  The  early  church  was 
like  one  famUy.  Thus  they  do  not 
have  special  youth  groups  or  wo¬ 
men's  groups  They  are  all  togeth¬ 
er.  Brother  Karev  mentioned  that 
Western  Christianity  has  a  tenden¬ 
cy  to  kill  itself  by  over-organiza¬ 
tion. 

“Unity.  The  Evangelical  Baptist 
Unioo  of  Russia  consists  of  various 
bodies,  aB  baaicaUy  Baptist  in  prin¬ 
ciple  and  practice.  They  believe 
that  Christians  ought  to  keep  to¬ 
gether. 

“Peace.  During  the  lest  years  the  . 
question  of  peace  has  stood  out  as 
overshadowing  problem  of  our  j 
time.  The  Russian  Baptists  are  J 
therefore  eagerly  working  for 
peace  among  the  nations. 

“Karev  said  that  there  arc  about  j 
400.000  Baptists  in  Russia  in  2.000

Young  people  made  up  a  large 
psrt  of  the  congregation  at  Harris 
Chapel  last  Sunday  morning  and 
tuey  were  a  fine  looking  group.  All 
ages  were  there  and  I  was  very 
much  impressed  by  the  interest 
they  expressed  in  tbs  morning 
service. 

Sunday  night  they  gave  a  dem¬ 
onstration  of  their  interest  and  loy¬ 
alty.  The  youth  choir  was  sched¬ 
uled  to  sing.  When  it  was  time  foi 
services  to  begin  the  director  of 
the  youth  choir,  Charles  Carter, 
led  ten  young  men  and  ten  young 
women  into  the  choir  loft.  That 
made  up  as  fine  a  looking  group 
as  I  have  seen  in  a  church  group. 
Every  seat  was  taken.  They  aang 
the  special  number  beautifully. 
Several  things  impressed  me  about 
this  youth  choir. 

It  is  well  balanced.  There  are 
as  many  boys  as  girls.  In  many 
communities  the  men  and  the  boys 
are  timid  about  participating  in 
church  work.  Not  so  at  Harris 
Chapel.  This  church  la  for  every¬ 
one.  including  the  men  and  the 
kys 

The  quality  of  singing  is  good. 

I  was  surprised  when  I  learned 
that  the  youth  choir  has  been  or¬ 
ganized  only  a  few  weeks.  It  is 
obvious  that  these  young  men  and 
women  have  been  accustomed  to 
good  singing  at  their  church.  They 
used  the  old  hymns  and  these  al¬ 
ways  mean  something  to  people  at 
worship.  The  hymns  were  well  se¬ 
lected. 

Harris  Chapel  has  a  future  be¬ 
cause  it  is  training  its  young  peo-’ 
pie  to  do  church  work.  There  la  no 
better  training  fround  than  a  choir 
When  the  boys  and  girls  can  do 
things  for  the  Lord  while  they  are 
young  they  are  bolder  in  their  ex¬ 
pressions  in  the  faith  as  they  grow 
dkler.  Youth  is  the  time  to  get  rid 
of  tiaaidity  and  fear.  It  is  the  time 
to  learn  how  to  do  thi-.”  well  in 
the  Lord’s  work. 

Harris  Chapel  uses  its  local  tal¬ 
ent  for  leadership.  I  suppose  that 
the  church  has  never  used  a  paid 
worker  for  spy  such  task  as  this. 
Charles  Carter  was  asked  to  lead 
this  choir  and  he  accepted  the  re¬ 
sponsibility.  The  people  in  this 
community  are  not  interested  in 
more  elaborate  music  which  goes 
with  the  larger  churches.

Some  Give  Their 
Lives  And  Some 
Give  A  Dollar

Shortly  after  •  a.  m.,  I  visited 
the  medical  clinic  on  our  Baptist 
Compound  at  Pusan  Korea.  The 
clinic  was  first  opened  in  1*51  by 
Dr.  N.  A.  Bryan,  with  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  one  Korean  doctor  and  two 
nurses— (Dr.  Bryan  Is  in  the  States 
at  present  because  of  the  illness 
of  his  wife).  Scores  of  people  were 
crowded  into  the  little  court  yard— 
and  seen  to  the  sidewalk*— await¬ 
ing  treatment.  Mothers  with  their 
babies  were  there.  Old  men  were 
there.  Children  in  great  numbers 
were  there — some  with  tuberculosis 
and  others  with  various  diseases. 

Doctor  A.  W.  Yocun,  who  has 
given  almost  40  years  of  service  in 
Christ's  name  as  a  'medical  mis¬ 
sionary,  was  laying  his  hand  softly 
on  the  head  of  little  children,  and 
patting  them  gently  as  he  diagnos¬ 
ed  their  ailments  and  passed  them 
on  to  the  nurses  for  injections, 
j  Young  Dr.  John  C.  Haward  of  New 
Orleans  was*ln  an  adjoining  room 
,  performing  a  similar  ministry. 
Two  nurses;  Miss  Irene  Braunum 
of  Missouri  and  Miss  Ruby  Wheat 
of  Texas  were  assisting,  along  with 
a  staff  jot  Korean  doctors  and 
nurses. 

Before  any  of  the  patients  saw 
the  doctors,  they  beard  the  Gospel 
preacher.  An  Evangelist  gathered 
the  men  in  ooe  group  while  •  Bible 
woman  gathered  the  women  and 
children  in  another  group  to  that 
they  were  really  two  aermona  go¬ 
ing  on  at  once.  After  they  heard 
the  gospel,  they  saw  the  doctors. 

From  August  $  to  t,  the  clinic 
averaged  74*  patients  per  day- 
on  August  11  there  were  990 

These  learned  and  highly  skilled 
physicians  and  nurses  receive  a 
salary  of  only  $1,000  per  year  plus 
$83  per  month  emergency  supple¬ 
ment  because  of  the  high  cost  of 
living  in  Pusan.  This  k  less  than 
we  pay  some  of  our  head  Janitors  in 
our  churches  back  home. 

Aa  I  stood  there  and  watched  the 
teem  carry  on,  I  could  not  keep 
back  the  tears.  I  thought  of  the 
great  host  of  Baptists  in  my  home¬ 
land  and  around  the  world  who 
manifest  so  little  concern  for  our 
loot  world:  Many  of  them  never 
give  a  dollar  to  the  cause  of  world 
missions— and  others  do  not  oven 
give  at  all! 

I  thought  of  a  great  denomina¬ 
tion,  numbering  almost  8,000,00a 
that  has  less  than  900  missionar¬ 
ies. 

I  thought  of  a  people  who  for 
every  dollar  spent  in  (he  mission 
fields  spend  another  $30  la  the 
homeland. 

I  thought  of  how  one  day  the 
picture  shall,  by  God's  grace,  be 
changed.
